MmskmT distribution of certain Halted States surpiaj foods 
la sQBie of t]be areas irlth the liurgest nurabers of uneK^lo;^d In 
Western Europe. 

The revieir indicated that as a idrolej, the best attitude 
of the people toward the Hhlted States is in those areas td»re 
there was a raore direct sense of participation by the people 
In the results of t^ted States idd. 

Ws now have a Cimgresslonal requirestent to dispose of 
certain sun^us foods in a manner that Is above thsi normal 
ii^ort of such foods* There is si awareness throuihout Europe 
we have these surplus foods* The cossnnities with large 
auB&ers of unssplcyed do have need of additional food. Ob- 
viously, the Utaited States jdiould not get in the positioa of 
a regtoar eontlnalng ftree distribution of food in Western 
Europe of large laa^tude. 

Placing all these factors together, I am inclined to 
believe that a special food package distributed shout ralA- 
Deesnber and, therefore, available for the Christmas season, 
is the best wsy to try out the oj^ratlon in certain areas with- 
out being Involved in a contiauing prograra. 

If the Psyeholngioal Strategy Board is agreeable, the 
F<»eign Operations Administration, in consultaUan idth A^cul- 
taro and the other Departaents of PSS, will work up a specific 
proposal and a specific plan for decision by PSB at a 3a ter date. 
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
